Shopping centre changes plans as use 
of live animals condemned by charity 


A shopping centre has said 
it has no plans to use live 
animals in future after pub¬ 
lic outrage forced it to 
abandon plans to use en¬ 
dangered penguins at an 
environmental fun day. 

The Ashley Centre, in 
Epsom, announced last 
Wednesday that visitors 
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would have the chance to 
meet penguins as part of an 
“educational encounter” at 
the mall on June 29, to 
highlight the dangers of 
climate change to the ani¬ 
mals at a penguin-themed 


fun day. 

A video shot at the centre 
at night, showing the Hum¬ 
boldt penguins waddling 
round the empty shopping 
mall, was posted on 
YouTube to promote the 
event and went viral, 
according to its 
spokeswoman. 


But international wildlife 
charity, the Born Free 
Foundation, immediately 
condemned the stunt, say¬ 
ing “such events send an 
inappropriate message to 
the public that penguins 
are little more than living 
toys”. 

In a u-turn on Friday 


evening, a centre spokes¬ 
woman said the fun day 
would be going ahead with¬ 
out the penguins, but with 
a “very special guest” in¬ 
stead - which it has now re¬ 
vealed will be the cartoon 
penguin Pingu.

Following last week’s 
announcement that the 
hugely controversial 
healthcare review into 
local hospitals has been 
halted, Mr Grayling has 
written to the chief ex¬ 
ecutive of NHS England 
“asking for a full inves¬ 
tigation of the process 
so far, which has been 
riddled with problems”. 

In an email sent to con¬ 
stituents on Monday, 
MP Chris Grayling up¬ 
dated residents on the 
status of the Better Ser¬ 
vices Better Value 
(BSBV) review of 
Epsom, St Helier, Croy¬ 
don, Kingston and St 
George’s hospitals. 

He said the delay in 
making a decision on 
the proposals until after 
the summer, announced 
by BSBV last week after 
NHS England raised se¬ 
rious questions about 
their financial viability, 
has “pushed back” the 
threat to Epsom’s acci¬ 
dent and emergency, 
maternity and chil¬ 
dren’s units and said it 
“might be lifted 
altogether”. 

He said the delay pro¬ 
vides “breathing space” 
to look for alternative 
solutions for its future 
in Surrey and he will 
now “push for a proper, 
separate discussion 
about how best to organ¬ 
ise health services in 
Surrey”. 

He said: “The delay 
provides breathing 

space to look for alter¬ 
natives for healthcare 
locally. 

“Because of the delay, 
we will not now be push¬ 
ing ahead with cam¬ 
paign activity this 
summer. We will simply 
deploy these in the au¬ 
tumn if necessary. 

“I am hopeful that 
there will now be a real 
attempt to find a better 
future for Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal than the rather 
clumsy London-focused 
review that we have 
seen in the last few 
months.” 


Finances delay decision 


Worries about finance has led 
NHS England to order the halt¬ 
ing of a controversial health¬ 
care review that is proposing to 
axe accident and emergency 
(A&E), maternity and chil¬ 
dren’s services at Epsom and 
St Helier hospitals. 

A decision on the recommen¬ 
dations in the Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review, 
which aims to reconfigure 
acute services across Epsom, 
St Helier, Croydon, Kingston 
and St George’s hospitals, was 
due to be made at a crunch 
meeting later this month. 

The seven clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups (CCGs) in the 
areas affected, together with 
NHS England, were due to 
meet in public to vote on 
whether the proposals to 
downgrade Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er should be put to public 
consultation. 

But BSBV, which has claimed 
for the past fortnight that de¬ 
lays in naming the date of the 
meeting were just due to 
“diary” issues, announced last 
Thursday the local committee 
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of the CCGs will not now meet 
until after the summer “to plan 
the next steps”. 

The reasons given were con¬ 
cerns about the programme’s 
finances, particularly a £20m 
black hole in Croydon CCG’s 
funding, and its plan to consult 
the public over the summer 
holiday period. 

Dr David Finch, joint medical 
director for BSBV, said: “Clini¬ 
cians in south-west London 
and Surrey Downs are clear 
local services need to change to 
give people better care and to 
ensure that services are sus¬ 
tainable in the future. 

“NHS England continues to 
support the case for change 
and clinical service proposals, 
but has asked us to look once 
more at the finances to give ab¬ 
solute assurance before the 
programme progresses to the 
next stage. We have also lis¬ 
tened to the concerns of stake¬ 
holders and MPs that we 
should not consult with the

public over the summer, when 
people are often away. 

“This decision is disappoint¬ 
ing for the clinicians who are 
driving these changes. It also 
causes further uncertainty for 
NHS patients and staff. 

“However, our recommenda¬ 
tions will be all the stronger for 
the additional work suggested 
by NHS England.” 

Matthew Hopkins, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Epsom and St Helier 
Hospital Trust, said the delay 
would only add to uncertainty 
for staff and patients. 

He said: “However, I also 
agree the plans must be as ro¬ 
bust as possible before moving 
to public consultation. 

“In addition, I am happy that 
there will not be a public con¬ 
sultation over the summer 
when people are often away on 
holiday. 

“I would like to remind our 
patients and local people that 
the BSBV proposals are only 


recommendations and that no 
decisions have been made at 
this stage. In addition, should 
the proposals be agreed, we 
would not expect to see any 
change to services until 2017-18 
at the erliest.” 

Epsom and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling said: “I’m obviously 
very glad they are not rushing 
headlong into consultation. 

“I hope now local GPs will 
take the time to look very care¬ 
fully at Surrey options for 
Epsom and at ways to keep ser¬ 
vices intact.” 

A spokesman for NHS Eng¬ 
land said: “NHS England is re¬ 
sponsible for assuring these 
proposals to make sure they 
deliver the best care for pa¬ 
tients and value for money for 
the taxpayer. 

“We understand this delay 
will be disappointing for the 
clinicians involved, but we 
would not be doing our job 
properly unless we had com¬ 
pleted a thorough review of the 
robustness of the proposals be¬ 
fore they go to forward for pub¬ 
lic consultation.” 


MP hopeful delayed review will not restart

Epsom’s MP has told staff 
at its threatened hospital 
there is now a “real 
prospect” the delayed re¬ 
view that is proposing to 
axe its acute services will 
not restart. 

Chris Grayling toured 
Epsom Hospital’s accident 
and emergency, maternity 
and children’s units last 
Thursday, alongside 

Matthew Hopkins, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Epsom and St 
Helier Trust, and Dr Ruth 
Charlton, joint medical di¬ 
rector of the trust, who 
leads on the Epsom site. 

Mr Grayling said he was 
impressed with the facili¬ 
ties as he spoke with doc¬ 
tors and nurses, before 
holding a question and an¬ 
swer session with staff. 

The visit came just a day 
after an announcement by 
the Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) team it would 
be delaying its review of 
acute services across 
Epsom, St Helier, Croydon, 
Kingston and St George’s 
Hospitals, which has rec¬ 
ommended Epsom should 
lose its acute services. 


Mr Grayling said: “I hope 
the BSBV recommenda¬ 
tions are on the backburn- 
er. I’m always cautious, 
but there is a real prospect 
now that this won’t go 
ahead. I was really taken 
aback that the local GPs 
didn’t take a year to estab¬ 
lish themselves first 
and then look at the 
recommendations. ” 

When one doctor asked 
Mr Grayling if he thinks 
the BSBV proposals have 
been “shelved”, he said: “I 
don’t see how they can go 
ahead with the process now 
without having further 


meetings in each of the 
areas, a 13-week consulta¬ 
tion, outlining the business 
case, going through nation¬ 
al approval processes. 

“If they really want to do 
this, they are up against it, 
bearing in mind the Gov¬ 
ernment may not be will¬ 
ing to allow major hospital 
reconfiguration months be¬ 
fore a general election, 
which is due in 2015.” 

He said he believed the 
key to Epsom Hospital’s fu¬ 
ture was “doing more on 
this site not less” and that 
greater integration be¬ 
tween primary and 


secondary care services 
was required. 

One doctor asked: “We 
talk about saving Epsom, 
but it’s still joined to St He¬ 
lier. How is that going to be 
overcome?” 

Another doctor said the 
two hospitals were “inex¬ 
tricably linked” as he said 
the majority of A&E cases 
from Epsom go to St Helier, 
and elective care cases 
from St Helier to Epsom. 

Mr Grayling said: “I have 
campaigned for divorce 
over the years, but right 
now I’m focused on the sta¬ 
bility of Epsom.” 

When asked by another 
staff member whether 
“GPs taking responsibility 
for their local hospitals 
represents a conflict-of-in¬ 
terest”, the MP said: 
“There are entrepreneurial 
GPs and this isn’t necessar¬ 
ily a bad thing, but patients 
should be given choice. 

“They cannot just refer to 
themselves.”

The spokeswoman said the 
decision was taken because “a 
handful of customers had ex¬ 
pressed some concern, pri¬ 
marily with the fact that the 
penguins may become dis¬ 
tressed by crowds and noise”. 

She said the penguins it was 
planning to use were captive- 
bred, are used to regular 
human contact and are not 
distressed by flash photogra¬ 
phy or busy crowds. 

She said: “They have 
worked in the film and enter¬ 
tainment business for many 
years under the experienced 
guidance of a company that 
has worked for the event and 
film industry for more than 40 
years. 

“Humboldt penguins are a 
Cites 1 endangered species, 
and so the penguins used 
carry an article 10 licence that 
permits them to be used for 
commercial purposes. 

“In addition, we had 
planned for extra security to 
make sure shoppers were pre¬ 
vented from touching them. 

“The Ashley Centre has al¬ 
ways listened to its customers 
and responded to their 
needs.” 

In the past the centre has 
used a wide variety of crea¬ 
tures at events including 
huskies, snakes, scorpions 
and crocodiles. 

But on Monday a 
spokeswoman told the Epsom 
Guardian: “There are no 
plans for live animals to be 
used in any events in the fu¬ 
ture at the Ashley Centre.” 

The Born Free Foundation 
welcomed the decision to pull 
the plug on the penguins: 
“Common sense prevails. 

“We are delighted that the 
Ashley Centre has made the 
right decision. 

“The use of wild animals in 
this way - just like the use of 
animals in circuses - should 
be a thing of the past.” 

Many customers praised the 
Ashley Centre’s rethink on its 
Facebook page. 

Hayley Dodd said: “Excel¬ 
lent decision. Animals are not 
for entertainment.” 

Anna Richardsom agreed: 
“You’ve made the right deci¬ 
sion. Thanks for listening. A 
shopping centre isn’t the right 
place for penguins.” 

Last year the shopping cen¬ 
tre won the green award at the 
Epsom and Ewell Business 
Excellence Awards after send¬ 
ing no waste to landfill. 
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Arrest after 
kidnap foiled 

A man has been arrested 
following what is believed to 
have been an attempt to 
kidnap a young boy. 

The “frightening ordeal” 
happened at 3.30pm on 
Tuesday, June 18, when the 
11-year-old was approached 
in Berry Meade, Ashtead. 

According to police, the 
man put his hand on the 
child’s shoulder before 
telling him to go with him. 

But the boy was able to get 
away to a place of safety. 

A man in his late 60s, from 
Leatherhead, was arrested 
on suspicion of attempted 
child abduction a short time 
later and remains in police 
custody. 

Detective Inspector Ant¬ 
ony Archibald said it was 
believed this was an isolated 
incident.

Ski trip teenager died on 
coach beside his brother 
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Happy family: Billy, 
centre, with his parents, 
brother and sisters 
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A talented schoolboy died on 
his way home from a school 
trip after suffering a “rare 
complication” from treatment 
he had for a brain tumour, an 
inquest has heard. 

Billy Belderson, 15, of Wood- 
stone Avenue, Stoneleigh, was 
discovered unconscious on a 
coach in Calais on the way 
back from a skiing trip in 
Austria, in April. 

Westminster Coroner’s 
Court, sitting on Tuesday 
heard that the sociable and 
well-liked teenager, who was 
an “exceptional student and 
won various awards”, had a 
brain tumour diagnosed in 
2010, for which he had surgery 
that year. 

Coroner Dr Fiona Wilcox 
said Billy had responded well 
to treatment, but the tumour 
recurred in 2012, after which 
he had further surgery and 
radiotherapy and a shunt - a 
tube - fitted to prevent the 
build-up of fluid on his brain 
due to the tumour. 

She said Billy’s last scan in 
January 2013 showed the tu¬ 
mour had not recurred, but 
pathologist Dr Michael Heath 
said after this point, the 
shunt had become “completely 


blocked with cell debris over a 
period of time”, so that when 
Billy was found on the coach in 
Calais “there was massive 
swelling on the brain that af¬ 
fected his vital functions”. 

Dr Heath said: “The brain 
was massively enlarged - it 
was 1820g, when the normal 
mass is 1350g. 

“There was no recurrence of 
the tumour. As tragic as this 
is, Billy would have gone 
peacefully into a coma.” 

Of the blockage, he said: 
“I have never heard of this. 

“We clearly have to conduct 


much wider literature re¬ 
search on it to see whether this 
has been reported.” 

The court heard that when 
the coach arrived at the port, 
Billy, a student at Glyn School, 
in Epsom, was found uncon¬ 
scious in his seat, next to his 
brother, and given CPR by 
qualified staff members until 
medics arrived 30 minutes 
later, but he was pronounced 
dead shortly afterwards. 

Giving her verdict, Coroner 
Dr Wilcox said: “Billy went to 
sleep on the coach, sitting next 
to his brother, resting his head 


against his brother. 

“He just looked asleep and 
peaceful. 

“Billy didn’t die because of 
his tumour, but because of a 
complication from the treat¬ 
ment of the tumour. 

“Dr Heath acknowledged 
how rare this complication 
was.” 

In court Billy’s parents asked 
the coroner to further investi¬ 
gate the cause and Dr Wilcox 
promised to write to an expert 
pathologist so it could be 
examined by “the appropriate 
academic channels”.

The Healthwatch team will 
visit Epsom Hospital on 
Thursday, June 20, and 
Epsom’s Ashley Centre on Fri¬ 
day, June 21, between 10am 
and 2pm, to raise awareness 
about its role. 

The social enterprise shares 
concerns about services and 
gives feedback to commission¬ 
ers and providers in order to 
influence and, if necessary, 
challenge plans. 

It also gives information on 
how to access services. The 
team will also visit Banstead 
High Street on Friday, June 28, 
between 10am to 2pm. 

Healthwatch Surrey is made 
up of the Citizens Advice ser¬ 
vice together with Surrey In¬ 
dependent Living Council, 
and Help and Care.

A schoolboy attending his leavers’ ball 
got behind the wheel, collided with a car 
and drove home while over the alcohol 
limit, a court heard. 

Alexander Jenner, 18, who attends City 
of London Freemen’s School, was 
banned from driving for 14 months and 
fined £100 after pleading guilty to drink¬ 
driving. 

South East Surrey Magistrates’ Court 
heard last Wednesday that Jenner, from 
Ashtead, was involved in a collision in his 
school car park just before lam on Satur¬ 
day, May 25. 

Defence lawyer Patrick Martin said he 
had planned to get a taxi home but went 
to fetch his jacket from the car and 
decided to move it into a better parking 
position. 

Mr Martin said his car collided with a 


car driven by a friend’s mother, adding: 
“He made a foolish error under these 
circumstances by driving home to 
Crampshaw Lane.” 

He said Jenner’s mother had died a 
month ago and he acted as a taxi service 
for his two brothers because his father 
was often away for work. 

Mr Martin said: “He has been under a 
number of pressures recently. 

“He is contrite and he knows he has 
made a mistake.” 

Magistrate Jane Hargrave told Jenner, 
who was wearing a striped tie and blazer, 
that his ban could be reduced by 14 weeks 
on completion of a drink-driving course. 

She said: “You took the wrong decision 
but it does not mean you have to be a 
criminal for the rest of your life. 

“Put it behind you and move on.” 


£200 drug fine 

A man who told police about a cannabis 
plant in his back garden was fined £200 
for cultivating the drug. 

Anthony Harte, 47, from Walton-on-the- 
Hill, Tadworth, was also fined £100 for 
having 78.8g of cannabis at his home.

The Travel Association 


Council to sell historic 
house for just £l.lm

Epsom Council has put an “incom¬ 
parable” historic house and racing 
stables, in a unique position on the 
Downs, up for sale with a guide 
price of just £l.lm. 

The late 18th century listed, five 
bedroom Downs House, comes 
with 10.6 acres of grass and wood¬ 
land a barn, bothy, training yard 
and 43 horse boxes all within a few 
hundred yards of the start of the 
world’s premier flat race. 

It was once home to Eclipse, a 
thoroughbred from whom 95 per 
cent of today’s bloodstock is be¬ 
lieved to have been descended. 

Epsom Council took back control 
of the run-down property last July 
after deciding not to renew the 
lease of its last trainer, Philip 
Mitchell, in 2007, whose family had 
been training racehorses there for 
48 years. 

After deliberating what to do 
with it for months, it has appointed 
horseracing and equestrian spe¬ 
cialist Bidwells to sell it - though it 
will also consider letting it on a 125 
year lease - preferably to someone 
in the racing industry. 

Bidwell’s sales brochure said sc- 
Downs House was “an incompara¬ 
ble property full of racing history” 
and “the best seat in the house” in 
“a truly enviable position”. 

The sale comes as concerns are 
voiced about cash-strapped coun¬ 
cils, under pressure from the Gov¬ 
ernment, selling off properties for 
far less than their true market 
value - an issue highlighted in File 
on Four on Radio Four on Tuesday 
night. 

Epsom equestrian Caroline Bal- 
dock said: “fil.lmillion for a 10 acre 
property in the middle of the 
Downs is shockingly cheap. 


“The council originally said that 
they wouldn’t sell the freehold. 
Now they’ve gone back on that. 

”1 have been told that covenants 
will be put on the freehold.” 

Simon Cairds, of Cairds Estate 
Agents in Epsom, said: “I have sold 
property of less than half an acre 
in the Downs area for £1.6million 
recently. El.lmillion does sound a 
bit light.” 

But a spokeswoman for Bidwells 
said: “There is no standard price 
for a property like this as it is 
specialised. 

“We split it down by the property, 
the stables and the land and 
El.lmillion is the figure we came 
to. It’s a guide price, a realistic fig¬ 
ure as to where we see it within the 
market, and we hope people will be 
willing to pay higher. 

“We are trying to keep it in the 
racing industry in Epsom. We are 
looking to find an an investor to 
improve the site and put in some¬ 
one to run it. 

“We want to bring it up to a 


modern standard, so there are dif¬ 
ferent options for development 
within racing.” 

A council spokesman said the 
guide price reflects the fact that 
the property needs major refur¬ 
bishment and what can be done 
there is limited by its historic list¬ 
ing, and the fact that it is in the 
Greenbelt and on the Downs. 

He said: “The council has a 
strong preference for the property 
to remain in the racing industry. 

“The council will consider the in¬ 
dividual merits of disposal by ei¬ 
ther freehold or leasehold, 
depending on proposals put 
forward.” 

The deadline for business plans 
and offers is July 18, after which 
Epsom Council said it will make a 
decision based on not just the size 
of the offer, but on the interests of 
the taxpayer and the local racing 
industry.

Calls for better signs 
as lorry rams bridge 


A lorry and car crashed under a 
railway bridge last week sparking 
calls for better signage and road 
markings to prevent further 
accidents. 

The crash in Hook Road, Epsom, 
on Thursday in which both 
drivers miraculously escaped 
without serious injury, came two 
years after a City Link lorry hit 
the same bridge in May 2011. 

Dr Robert McCaffrey, who 
works in East Street, said both 
lorries got stuck under the bridge 
in similar circumstances. 

Dr McCaffrey said: “It’s obvious 
that the signage warning drivers 
of the bridge is inadequate. For it 
to happen once is careless, but for 
it to happen twice is inexcusable.” 

He called for improvements to 
signs for lorry drivers approach¬ 
ing the bridge and lines on the 
road to show the way to pass 
through safely. 

He also suggested that lines de¬ 
lineating lanes could be removed 
or there could be a single lane 
with priority for drivers going 
north. 

He said: “Unless the signage is 
improved, or the road regulations 
changed, it’s only a matter of time

until it happens again.” 

A Network Rail spokesman said 
trains ran slowly for two hours 
until engineers confirmed there 
was no structural damage to the 
bridge. 

He said: “The bridges are really 
strong, 99.9 per cent of the time 
we have railway strikes the vehi¬ 
cles come off worse. 

“All the bridges are clearly 
marked and have height indica¬ 
tors on them. It’s the responsibili¬ 
ty of the motorist or driver to 
know the height. 

“Our responsibility is to make 
sure the bridge is in good working 
order and clearly marked for 
drivers.” 

National Rail spokeswoman said 
there were chevron warning 
signs, height signs on the bridge 
itself and road signs leading up to, 
it but road signage was not their 
responsibility either. 

Surrey County Council, respon¬ 
sible for highways, was asked to 
comment, said a safety survey in 
2011 found no problems, but it was 
awaiting the result of the police 


investigation. 

Epsom firefighter Sean Massey, 
who attended the crash, said: “It 
looked as though the lorry had an 
impact on one side of the bridge 
and that pushed it to the other 
side. There was a vehicle coming 
in the opposite direction, which it 
sort of fell on to.” 

He said the driver managed to 
get out of the Audi before fire¬ 
fighters arrived at the scene. 

He said: “The driver of the lorry 
was a middle-aged man. He was 
shocked and shaken up.” 

An employee for transport com¬ 
pany Bedfords, which owns the 
lorry, said they need to look at the 
vehicle’s camera footage, which is 
currently with police, before de¬ 
ciding whether to review the 
route. 

She said: “It’s a route we have 
used regularly before on a weekly 
basis with similar sorts of 
vehicles.” 

A South East Coast Ambulance 
Service spokesman said the lorry 
driver had an injured arm and 
was taken to Epsom Hospital, but 
there were no other injuries. 

He said: “It looks like it was a 
lucky escape.” 


Time to move recycle centre 


Epsom Councillor Julie Morris 
said the recycling centre in 
Blenheim Road should be 
moved out of Epsom to reduce 
the number of HGVs using 
Hook Road. 

Failing that she said large ve¬ 
hicles should be directed to 
avoid the narrow railway 
bridge. 

She said: “The problem is the 


number of lorries and HGVs 
using Hook Road. The bridge is 
part of the character of Epsom, 
it’s the vehicles that are getting 
bigger and bigger.” 

She said that height restric¬ 
tions and lanes were clearly 
marked, adding: “We can’t have 
massive vehicles using Hook 
Road and going under the 
bridge.”

A pregnant Gypsy said she is 
being forced to urinate behind 
her caravan on a council site 
because no toilet and shower 
block has been provided. 

Tina Price, who is pregnant 
with twins due in under a 
month, said she washes her 
two-year-old son in a basin at 
the caravan site in Kiln Lane, 
Epsom. 

Ms Price said: “It’s horrible 
to run behind your caravan to 
have a wee. I’m forever clean¬ 
ing with bleach.” 

Ms Price and her cousin Tom 
Eastwood, who have adjoining 
plots on the site, have lived 
without utility blocks for near¬ 
ly two years. 

She said: “You pay your rent 
and it’s supposed to be there. 
Everyone else has got one. 

“I don’t believe in using the 
toilet inside where we cook and 
eat.” 

Mr Eastwood, who has three 
daughters and two sons, said 
they were told utility blocks 
would be put in by 2013, but a 
council officer keeps saying 
the council does not have 
enough money. 

He said his whole family 


share one caravan bathroom. 

He said: “In the morning ev¬ 
eryone is rushing and there is 
no room. 

“It’s hard to live there. I have 
to go to a friend’s place to have 
awash.” 


The cousins raised the issue 
with the Surrey Gypsy trav¬ 
eller communities forum at 
Epsom town hall last month. 

PC John Hockley, co-chair¬ 
man of the forum, said he is 
following up the matter and 


they would review progress at 
a forthcoming management 
meeting. 

PC Hockley said: “Generally 
speaking most traveller cara¬ 
vans are immaculate and hy¬ 
giene is very, very key to that. 

“Toilets are seldom used and 
instead travellers almost al¬ 
ways have a utility block. 

“It’s culturally and tradition¬ 
ally what most of them do. 

“That’s why I was surprised 
to hear there were no utility 
blocks on these plots.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said the families 
were aware from the outset 
that there would be no utility 
blocks and their chalet cara¬ 
vans had bathroom, toilet and 
kitchen facilities. 

He said: “We have provided 
connections to these facilities 
at no cost to the tenants. 

“They have both bought 
small sheds to house a washing 
machine and tumble dryer ex¬ 
ternally. 

“There were utility blocks 
when the site was full in 2007 
but the weekend after a 
£150,OOO-refurbishment by one 
of the families they were so 
badly vandalised that they had 
to be knocked down as they 
were unsafe.”

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‘Parking zone causes 
problems elsewhere’

A new parking zone in Epsom 
has led to claims of empty 
parking bays and cars dis¬ 
placed to surrounding roads, 
prompting inevitable calls for 
it to be extended to ease pres¬ 
sure there. 

Concerned residents contact¬ 
ed the Epsom Guardian last 
week to voice their issues with 
the parking zone, which was 
introduced by Surrey County 
Council (SCC), on June 1, al¬ 
lowing only residents who 
have purchased £50 or £75 
parking permits to park in des¬ 
ignated roads during restricted 
times. 

Menno Jansz, of Dirdene 
Gardens, Epsom, said: “Coun¬ 
cillors know that once they get 
the zones in place they can 
keep expanding them as the 
parking problem naturally 
moves to another area. 

“The only reason councillors 
want them is because, as illus¬ 
trated in other councils, they 
generate millions of pounds.” 

Matt Siviter, of Worple Road, 
Epsom, agreed and said: “The 
result is empty parking bays 
along these roads and the 
resultant increase of parking 
along adjoining roads.”

He also questioned the way 
Epsom Council is enforcing the 
parking zone. 

He said: “I observe the town 
hall based parking enforce¬ 
ment staff hiding in a predato¬ 
ry manner on Worple Road 
every morning at 8.29am. 

“I assume they make their 
quota quite quickly as they are 
not seen for the rest of the 
day.” 

A SCC spokeswoman said: 
“We are surprised at this re¬ 
sponse as we generally don’t 
install residents’ parking bays 
unless residents ask for them, 
and a full consultation was car¬ 
ried out before installation.” 

Epsom town Councillor Neil 
Dallen said that “in general ev¬ 
eryone seems very happy with 


the parking” and that “we have 
got residents now who would 
like to join the club”. 

He added: “That’s a good 
thing and what we thought 
would happen.” 

SCC has said there are no 
plans to extend the scheme, 
but it will review it to see how 
it is working. 

The spokeswoman added: 
“There could be more resident 
schemes in the future if there 
is support from residents and 
the local committee.” 

Last week, the Epsom 
Guardian reported that funer¬ 
al directors WA Truelove and 
Son, the only business in 
Church Road, Epsom, where 
residents’ parking has been in¬ 
troduced, warned it may have 
to pull out of Epsom as its be¬ 
reaved clients were unable to 
park outside its premises. 

Coun Dallen added: “We are 
not trying to shut business. 
The company has been given 
some temporary permits to al¬ 
leviate the situation in the 
short-term and we will be re¬ 
viewing any problems for 
them in September for the 
long-term.”

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Hospitals winning fight on 
infection, says senior nurse 


Beefed-up measures to tackle a 
hospital infection that cost 
Epsom and St Helier hospitals 
£3.6m in fines last year are in 
place and working according to 
the hospitals’ nursing director. 

A total of 61 patients had 
caught C diff, in the hospitals 
past year - 29 at Epsom and 32 
at St Helier. The bacterial in¬ 
fection usually affects the el¬ 
derly who have taken 
antibiotics and is transmitted 
via contaminated surfaces. 

The trust’s target, set by the 
Department of Health, was to 
keep the number of cases 
below 53. 

It has now been revealed 
NHS Surrey and NHS South 
West London (who were re¬ 
sponsible for enforcing the fine 
before being abolished at the 
start of the financial year) 
fined the trust £3.6m. 

The trust has also decided to 
ring-fence £900,000 to build on 
measures already in place to 
tackle it. 

Pippa Hart, director of nurs¬ 
ing and director of infection 
prevention control at the hos¬ 
pitals, said “very robust” mea¬ 
sures have been put in place to 
tackle the infection and there 
has been a 75 
per cent reduction in the num-

her of C Diff cases in the past 
four years. 

She said the trust had been 
focusing hard on it since last 
April “when we started to see 
an increase in the number of 
cases rather than the normal 
summer decrease”. 

She said a number of aspects 
of care were scrutinised in¬ 
cluding whether staff were 
identifying, isolating and test¬ 
ing patients; whether cleaning 
standards were up to scratch; 
and whether the prescribing of 
antibiotics was appropriate 
and robust. 

The same measures are in 
place in both hospitals, which 
include the testing of any pa¬ 
tient with a loose stool, a symp¬ 
tom of the infection, for C diff - 
a policy Ms Hart says is not in 
place at some other hospitals 
that screen before they test. 

Since last year additional 
ward-based pharmacists, who 
review antibiotic prescriptions 
and can challenge medical 
staff on this, have been em¬ 
ployed by the trust, as well as 
additional nurses who work 
alongside ward staff to ensure 
they rapidly recognise the

actions required when patients 
display symptoms of C diff. 

In March a new antibiotic 
prescribing policy was intro¬ 
duced to reduce the number of 
antibiotics doctors use. 

The work seems to be paying 
off with just two cases of C Diff 
- one at Epsom and one at St 
Helier - recorded since April - 
a marked improvement on the 
number of cases which have 
occurred at the same point in 
the past three years. 

Ms Hart was a nurse for 33 
years who worked in intensive 


care at the trust before being 
appointed director of nursing 
in 2008. 

She said: “The fact we’ve had 
no outbreaks of C diff in the 
past two years indicates our 
practices are minimising the 
risk of cross-infection, and the 
individual cases that do occur 
are reviewed carefully to see if 
there’s anything we could 
have done differently. 

“My team visits the ward, 
and checks it against 30 com¬ 
ponents and we expect the 
wards to be at a minimum of 
75 per cent compliance with 
them. 

“We give clear direction for 
improvement and continue the 
weekly audit until the ward 
meets the required standard. 

“That gives me a lot of reas¬ 
surance that we are seeing 
robust, appropriate, timely 
interventions.” 

The C diff target set for the 
trust for this financial year 
has been reduced by six cases 
to 47. 

Ms Hart said that while it is 
“anxious that it’s going to be a 
challenging year”, the trust is 
“fairly confident”.

Saudi college puts women first

A group of colleges and 
universities have won a £75m 
contract to run the first 
women-only vocational train¬ 
ing institute in Saudi 
Arabia. 

The consortium, led by 
Epsom’s North East Surrey 
College of Technology 
(Nescot), will develop the 
new college in the city of Jed¬ 
dah on the Red Sea coast. 

Five hundred students will 
start at the college in the au¬ 
tumn studying courses in¬ 
cluding IT, beauty, fashion, 
jewellery design, business 
administration and English. 

In a country where the 
sexes are segregated and 
women need permission from 
a male guardian to get an ed¬ 
ucation, the college hopes to 
empower students. 

Nescot’s Sunaina Mann, the 
first Asian principal in the 
UK, took part in a signing 
ceremony at the Ritz-Carlton 
luxury hotel in the capital 
Riyadh. 

Mrs Mann said: “The op¬ 
portunity for women doesn’t 
stop at accessing equivalent 
qualifications to their Saudi 
male counterparts. 

“We will be keeping a close 
eye on our gifted and talented 
students and will seek to re¬ 
cruit and train them to be

the college’s teachers of 
tomorrow.” 

Men will not be permitted 
on the site while students are 
in residence and 120 female 
staff will be recruited from 
Saudi Arabia and the consor¬ 
tium members. 


Nescot is working with 
Highbury College in 
Portsmouth, Burton and 
South Derbyshire College, 
Hull University and Birming¬ 
ham City University. 

Besides Nescot, the two 
other further education 


colleges are also led by 
women. 

Mrs Mann said: “We are 
passionate about this oppor¬ 
tunity as it will provide 
women across the city of Jed¬ 
dah with the chance to gain 
vocational qualifications that 


will help them secure their 
rightful place within the 
Saudi workforce.” 

In Saudi Arabia women out¬ 
number men in higher educa¬ 
tion, but they only make up a 
small proportion of the job 
market. 

The consortium was chosen 
from more than 500 global or¬ 
ganisations who expressed 
an interest in running one of 
10 vocational colleges con¬ 
structed by a Saudi Govern¬ 
ment agency. 

The Nescot consortium has 
established a limited liability 
company to oversee day-to- 
day running of the college 
called World Class Skills. 

Its curriculum has a mix of 
BTEC and Saudi national 
qualifications and its intake 
is expected to reach 2,000 in 
coming years. 

Mrs Mann thanked the UK 
Export Finance (UKEF) cred¬ 
it agency, the Department for 
Business Innovation and 
Skills and Epsom and Ewell 
MP Chris Grayling for their 
support. 

She said: “UKEF have 
played their part in facilitat¬ 
ing a highly valuable UK ex¬ 
port that will undoubtedly 
put UK further education col¬ 
leges on the map.” 

Mrs Mann was made an 
OBE for services to further 
education in the Queen’s 
New Year Honours.

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Diaries detail First 
World War suffering

The diaries of a former First 
World War signaller who sur¬ 
vived the horrors of trench war¬ 
fare before spending years 
recovering from shell shock in 
Epsom have been published for 
the first time. 

At the outbreak of World War I, 
Bernard Brookes, just 21, volun¬ 
teered for the Queen’s Westmin¬ 
ster Rifles. After his basic 
training, he was sent to France as 
a signaller, carrying messages 
around trenches for the next 10 
months in Flanders Fields. 

Almost a century later, in the 
run up to the centenary of the 
start of the conflict, his family 
have realised their long-held 
dream to publish his letters and 
diary. A Signaller’s War is now on 
sale, with all proceeds going to 
the British Legion. 

His daughter, Una Barrie, ex¬ 
plained it was a long process, 
which took more than a year and 
involved the whole family. 

She said: “He hasn’t written too 
much about the macabre stuff. 

“He wasn’t a terribly disci¬ 
plined soldier and wrote rather 
rude messages about the Ger¬ 
mans as well as cunningly obtain¬ 
ing food from nearby farmhouses 
- all of these tales are in the 
book.” 

The diary includes a vivid de¬ 
scription of the incredible cease¬ 
fire between German and British 
soldiers on Christmas Day of 
1914. 

On Christmas Eve he wrote: 
“Towards evening the Germs be¬ 
came very hilarious, singing and 
shouting out to us. They said in 
English that if we did not fire 
they would not, and eventually it 
was arranged that shots should 
not be exchanged. With this they 
lit fires outside their trench, and 
sat round and commenced a con¬ 
cert, incidentally singing some 
English songs to the accompani¬ 
ment of a bugle band. 

“A Germ officer carrying a 
lantern came slightly forward and 
asked to see one of our officers to 
arrange a truce for tomorrow. 

“It was a beautiful night and a 
sharp frost set in, and when we 
awoke in the morning the ground 
was covered with a white 
raiment.” 

The next day both sides sat 
around and sang carols together

and the German soldiers asked in 
vain for the truce to continue on 
Boxing Day. 

After 10 months at the front, in 
August 1915, Rifleman Brookes’ 
war was ended by an event so 
traumatic it left him shell¬ 
shocked and unable to speak. 

After he watched two signallers 
get blown apart on open ground 
he was told to go over the top in 
their wake to carry a message for¬ 
ward to the advancing infantry. 

Against the odds, he managed to 
deliver the message safely. But on 
the way back, covered in mud and 
under constant artillery bom¬ 
bardment he took refuge in a 
shell hole that contained the shat¬ 
tered bodies of a number of fel¬ 
low soldiers. Some time later he 
was found by friendly troops still 
in the hole, trembling and unable 
to talk or walk, and was evacuat¬ 
ed back to Britain. 

The move almost certainly 
saved his life. 

He was initially sent to conva¬ 
lesce at a home near Dover, where 
he regained the ability to speak 
and was “much improved”, ac¬ 
cording to his daughter, before he 
was moved to the Military Conva¬ 
lescence Home in Woodcote 
Park, Epsom, on land now occu¬ 
pied by the RAC. 

Here his slow recovery con¬ 
tinued. He remained there for 
a further two years, and was 
promoted to sergeant, even¬ 
tually taking charge of the 
orderly room at the hospi¬ 
tal, which contained 


more than 4,500 wounded troops. 

It was in Woodcote he found the 
time to write up his notes into a 
diary. 

The diary ends in 1915 with the 
words: “Although it may not 
seem noble, I must say I am quite 
willing to finish my soldier’s ca¬ 
reer in this campaign, midst the 
beauties of the country around 
the famous Epsom Downs,” a sen¬ 
timent that clearly stayed with 
him as he remained in the Epsom 
area for the rest of his life. 

A year after the war ended he 
married Lora Cole and the couple 
started their life together in a car¬ 
avan in her parents garden 
Chessington. They later moved to 
Bolters Lane, Banstead, where 
they raised five children. 

Mrs Barrie said: “When we 
were younger the diary was there 
but none of us really wanted to 
read it. But now it is fascinating. 
With the 100th anniversary of the 
start of the war approaching, I 
think that the diary is an interest¬ 
ing and relevant read. I hope that 
as many people as possible buy a 
copy to help raise money for the 
Legion's work with service and 
ex-servicemen and women in 
need.” 

Sir John Kiszely, ex-president of 
the Royal British Legion, who 
wrote the foreword for the book, 
said: “Bernard Brookes’ first¬ 
hand account of life in the trench¬ 
es on the Western Front in 1914-15 
is particularly graphic. You really 
feel that you are there alongside 
him.”

Patient hanged himself 
shortly after discharge 


A 20-year-old man hanged him¬ 
self in woodland within days of 
being discharged from a psychi¬ 
atric ward, the coroner has ruled. 

Jonathan Stent disappeared 
from his Ashtead home on 
September 7, 2011, and was found 
hanging from a tree near the sta¬ 
tion three days later. 

Mr Stent had a history of de¬ 
pression, self-harming and using 
drugs including ketamine, an ani¬ 
mal tranquiliser taken as a recre¬ 
ational drug. 

Last Tuesday Surrey coroner 
Richard Travers issued a narra¬ 
tive verdict, which said he was 
discharged from the Epsom Hos¬ 
pital ward on September 6, the 
day before he went missing. 

The verdict said: “He was dis¬ 
charged into the care of the com¬ 
munity mental health team. No 
care plan had been prepared and 
no date had been set for him to 
see his care co-ordinator again.”

The postmortem examination 
concluded Mr Stent died from as¬ 
phyxia as a result of hanging and 
toxicology evidence revealed he 
took ketamine before his death. 

The Woking Coroner’s Court 
verdict said: “Jonathan Stent 
died from self-inflicted injuries 
but his intention was unclear.” 

Mr Stent had been admitted as a 
voluntary patient to the Elgar 
Ward after two overdoses in Au¬ 
gust 2011. 

After five days, it was agreed he 
would go home, but return a week 
later for an assessment and this 
happened for two weeks until 
September 6. 

That day he had a final assess¬ 
ment, was introduced for the first 
time to his care co-ordinator and 
discharged. 

In November, his mum Caroline 


Stent told the court that after 
coming back from hospital he 
talked about being a burden and 
not wanting to have his whole life 
ahead of him. 

Ms Stent told the court: “He 
said no one can help me. He said 
that several times, ‘No one can 
help me’. He spoke about being in 
emotional pain.” 

Mr Stent left a note, read out by 
the coroner, apologising for all 
the problems and saying his 
mother was the “best mum in the 
world”. 

His father Stephen Stent, who 
had divorced his mother and only 
ran into his son by chance after 
his 17th birthday, sent him a let¬ 
ter while he was in hospital say¬ 
ing he loved him. 

Just before his death, Mr Stent 
had got a job at a garden centre in 
Ashtead. He worked for land¬ 
scape gardeners and in various 
pubs after leaving school at 16.

How will three hospitals 
cope with new workload? 


I would like to thank Sean 
Duggan for his excellent arti¬ 
cle (Is this really local democ¬ 
racy in action? June 6). 

In this article he explained 
how “the Better Services Bet¬ 
ter Value (BSBV) review 
promised to be a model of 
local decision-making in 
action about that most vital 
of issues - the fate of local 
hospitals”. 

In fact it has turned out to 
be completely the opposite. 

The BSBV and clinical com¬ 
missioning groups (CCGs) 
have been acting out a farce 
which would be laughable if it 
was not so serious. 

Some yet-to-be-identified 
scoundrels have, for their own 


ends, planned every step of 
the BSBV process to arrive at 
their preconceived goal to re¬ 
duce the number of acute 
“centres” from five to three. 

The preferred option result¬ 
ing from this process will be 
to remove accident and emer¬ 
gency (A&E), maternity and 
other essential services from 
Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tals. The 700 people who at¬ 
tended the open Surrey 
Downs CCG board meeting at 
Epsom grandstand on May 17 
left the board members in no 
doubt that what was being 
proposed was totally unac¬ 
ceptable and it would be chal¬ 
lenged at every opportunity. 

On Friday, I needed to 


attend the A&E at Epsom Hos¬ 
pital to have an x-ray and - 
like Dr Ted Baker (Save our 
excellent hospital, June 6) - I 
was greatly impressed with 
the professionalism of all the 
staff. 

At this very difficult time 
the morale of the staff ap¬ 
peared to be high and they 
were all concentrating on get¬ 
ting the job done in an effi¬ 
cient and caring way. 

While waiting my turn in 
the reception area the triage 
nurse appeared at the 
desk and announced to 
everyone present that a num¬ 
ber of ambulances had ar¬ 
rived with emergencies and 
this meant that the staff 


would be fully occupied with 
these cases for some time to 
come and we would have to 
wait our turn. 

Perhaps members of the 
BSBV review team and Sur¬ 
rey Downs CCG board mem¬ 
bers should spend some time 
within A&E at Epsom to un¬ 
derstand how their proposals 
will [affect people]. 

If the proposed changes 
come to pass as a result of the 
very expensive BSBV review 
one wonders how the result¬ 
ing three hospitals with A&E 
will cope with the increased 
workload.

Lth the Wimble¬

As a warm-up for Wim¬ 
bledon, players such as 
Tim Henman and Boris 
Becker used to play a 
tournament in Surbiton. 

The Surbiton Trophy 
disappeared in 2009, but 
the Surbiton Racket and 
Fitness Club is still going 
strong and head coach 
Tom Crisp shared his 
tips. 

Crisp, 25, told Vibe if 
people really want to im¬ 
prove they need to play 
more than just once a 
week over the summer. 

He also advised begin¬ 
ners or those who 


have not been coached to 
get tennis lessons to pre¬ 
vent bad habits. 

He says: “A lot of people 
are self-taught and that’s 
when bad habits kick in.” 

He also advises getting 
proper tennis shoes and 
the right racket. 

Crisp then turned to 
technique and offered ad¬ 
vice on how to flummox 
an opponent in a match. 

Firstly, instead of 
throwing all your weight 
behind your first serve, 
try going for a softer 
stroke. 

He says: “People try to 
hit their first serve as 
hard as they can, but do 
not get many in and have 
a slow second serve.” 

He said people also tend 
to stay in the middle of 
the court between the 


service line and baseline. 

He says: “We call that 
area no man’s land. 

‘Hit the shot and go be¬ 
hind the baseline again.” 

Lastly he advised people 
to “play safe” instead of 
trying to aim for the 
lines. 

He says: “It’s about get¬ 
ting more balls in than 
your opponent.” 

He advises balancing 
playing matches with 
practising technique, as 
well as 
finding 
a regu¬ 
lar part¬ 
ner of a 
similar 
stan¬ 
dard.

But it is a concept that has 
been with us for thousands of 
years and stretches back to 
ancient history. 

There is proof that cavemen 
had tattoos on their bodies, as

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well as the ancient Egyptians 
and in many countries in 
Asia such as India and 
China, and some of the 
Anglo-Saxon kings got 
them. 

Since then tattooing 
has become a massive 
part of popular culture 
in Britain and around 
one in four people are 
having tattoos done, ac¬ 
cording to Richie Bennett 
who runs Time Bomb tattoo 
studio in Croydon. 

Bennett says more and more 
people are coming round to 
having tattoos, especially now 
celebrities like Rihanna and 
David Beckham are sporting 
body art. 

The tattoo enthusiast, who 
has been running the studio 
for the last 10 years, organ¬ 
ised a successful tattoo con¬ 
vention earlier this month 
that thousands attended. 

It does not really hurt, he 
says, but think about where 
you are having it if you are 
worried about pain.

Spring surge in sales 

Surveyors report three year high in homes sold 


The number of homes sold in the 
UK during the past three months 
reached its highest level since 
January 2010 as buyers across the 
country began to return to the 
market, says a new survey. 

This month’s report from the 
RICS says chartered surveyors in 
the UK sold on average 17.9 
properties during the three 
months to May. 

Peter Bolton King, RICS global 
residential director, said: “While 
low compared to the market peak 
of six years ago, it still represents 
the highest

2010 .

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Sales are expected to continue 
their rise over the next three 
months with a net balance of 35 
per cent more respondents 
predicting transaction levels will 
grow.” 

An upturn in buyers testing the 
market is a key driver in this rise 
in activity says the report. 

Interest from would-be buyers 
has now risen for four 

consecutive months and, during 

May, 30 per cent more chartered 
surveyors reported rises rather 
than falls in new buyer enquiries. 

“This represents the highest 
reading since October 2009 and is 
a sign that market confidence is 
gradually being restored,” added 
Mr Bolton King. Prices up

reporting increases rather than 
decreases. 

Until recent months price 
stability has been confined 
largely to the south east of 
England and London, whereas 
now this is beginning to extend to 
other areas of the UK, says the 
RICS. 

With the sales market 
maintaining its slow recovery, 
chartered surveyors say they 
expect house prices to rise over 
the coming three months, with a 
net balance of 20 per cent more 
respondents predicting growth. 

In the rental market, tenant 
demand continued to rise during 
May, although the rate of growth 
has begun to slow in the last few 
months. 

Surveyors predict further rises 
in rents over the coming three 
months. Mr Bolton King added: 
’’May was an interesting month 
for the housing market. More 


people decided to get out there and view 
property and more transactions went 
through than in quite some time. 

“Most encouragingly of all, though, is 


that stability is not confined purely to 
London and the south east, as has been 
the case, but is now starting to extend to 
areas right across the country”
